He ^s Supreme Chief Fo r Misso uri o f 
Knights o f Father Mathew— 
Has Visited Here. 


William H. O’Brien, of St. Louis, 
sup reme ch ief of Missouri 
of 
th e 
Knigh ts of Fath er Math ew, th e great 
Cath olic temp erance association, wh o 
was at th e Midland h otel last nigh t, 
believ es, says th e Kansas City Jour­ 
nal. th at Sunday closing In St. Louis 
h as come to stay, and th at it can h e 
carried out successfully in th at city. 
“I believ e th at th e saloons th ere 
will be closed as tigh t as wax on Sun­ 
day,” h e said, “p erh ap s not for a Sun­ 
day or two, but in th e course of a few 
weeks. 
So far as th e Germans are 
concerned, th ey will h av e to stand it 
Just th e same as anyone else. 
Th e 
older generation of Germans, th e ones 
wh o were brough t up In th e Old Coun­ 
try, were of a class wh o could drink 
beer all th eir liv es and nev er get 
drunk, but th e German-Amerlcan, of 
th e younger generation.

Sunday closing must h e recognized as 
a good th ing, not simp ly from 
th e 
moral side of it, but from its social 
and economic effects, and p eop le will 
come to see It In th at ligh t.”
